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Last chance to give 
views on NHS Trust 


THE deadline for views on the future 
of hospital services in south-east 
London is midnight this Thursday, 
(December 13). 

It’s the last chance for residents to voice 
their opinions on the shake-up of the South 
London NHS Healthcare Trust. 

The trust is reportedly overspending 
£lmillion a week, and proposals to save 
money include closing Lewisham’s A&E 
department, with the Queen Elizabeth in 
Woolwich taking more emergency patients. 

The council has published a draft 
response to the proposals available at www. 
royalgreenwich.gov.uk/committees and is 
due to make a final decision on its response 
on Thursday (December 13). 

The royal borough report backs residents’ 
concerns that the closure of Lewisham 
A&E will increase journey times for 
critically ill patients and fears it will put 
added pressure on the QEH. 

It believes that the setting up of a 
Bexley Health Campus at Queen Mary’s 


in Sidcup would lead to more services 
being outsourced. There are also concerns 
that relocating services would affect 
accessibility for all residents, particularly 
the elderly. 

Fifty people attended the last public 
consultation, which was held last Monday 
at The Valley in Charlton. 

The trust’s special administrator 
Matthew Kershaw, who has been tasked 
with implementing the changes, claimed 
that 99 per cent of patients would still be 
no more than 30 minutes from an A&E. 

The administrator said that mental health 
services would continue to be delivered by 
Oxleas NHS Trust. 

Residents voiced worries that stroke 
patients would receive a worse service. But 
the administrator said most stroke patients 
go to King’s College or Princess Royal, and 
this would continue as the hospitals are 
specialists in the field.

Over the years there have been 
a number of proposed east 
London river crossings and 
during this time there have been 


substantial improvements in 
public transport crossings, 
particularly the Jubilee 
Line extension and the DLR 
extensions to Lewisham 
and Woolwich. Given these 
improvements, the case for 
further vehicular crossings 
has become weaker. In 
my view people should be 
encouraged to use these and 
reduce the number of journeys 
made by car.

Locals pledge support for 
Bridge the gap campaign

SUPPORT is building up for the 
campaign to provide south-east 
London with two new crossings over 
the Thames. 

Campaigners want Transport for London 
(TfL) to build a new tunnel link from the 
Greenwich Peninsula, and a new bridge at 
Gallions Reach in Thamesmead. 

They say the two new crossings are the 
only way to get rid of the daily traffic 
snarl-ups that mean delays for 
commuters and business 
delivery drivers. 

The campaign is 
being spearheaded 
by the Royal 
Borough of 
Greenwich 
together with 
Newham 
Council, 
north of the 
river. Both 
authorities 
say the current 
situation has 
held back south- 
east London’s 
chances to grow 
and prosper. 

Transport for London 
is running a consultation 
exercise on possible new river 
crossings in this part of the capital. 

It’s widely recognised that new river 
crossings are needed to ease congestion 
and stimulate growth both north and 
south of the river, and allow the capital to 
expand eastwards. 

Support for the new crossings has 
come from businesses in the area. Steve 
Nelson, principal director of the South 
East London Chamber of Commerce, 
said: “The Chamber is completely behind 
it - it’s our biggest campaign since we 
supported getting a Crossrail Station at 
Woolwich. 

“We did a poll of our members and 90 cent 



agreed they wanted the new crossings. It 
will help link us up, because when the 
tunnel jams it brings everything to a 
standstill and makes south-east London 
seem like a foreign country. There’s no 
point just having a new ferry, as has 
been suggested. We need as many river 
crossings as we can get. It’s important for 
regeneration for both sides of the river.” 

One sector that suffers particularly badly 
from cross-river transport problems is the 
taxi and minicab trade. Steve McNamara, 
general secretary of the London Taxi 
Drivers Association, told GT: “We 
are behind anything that 
supports more crossings 
over the river. All the 
planned growth for 
London is in south- 
east London - but 
you can’t cross 
the river there. 
It’s farcical. 

‘With ak the 
development 
going on, there’s an 
enormous amount 
of taxi work being 
generated. Not having 
enough river crossings 
makes it worse for us, so 
we’re completely behind 
the campaign” 

And Richard Tranter, 
owner of Abbey Cars in 
Plumstead High Street, said: 
“We’d love to have the new crossings, 
big time. When we tell customers it’s just 
two miles over river as the crow flies, but 
will take us an hour, they can’t believe it. 
We really feel cut off here, and when the 
Blackwall Tunnel gets blocked, it’s chaos. 
All my 12 drivers are really behind the 
campaign as well.” 

Meanwhile, special ‘Bridge the Gap’ 
postcards were signed at Woolwich’s 
Winter Warmer event in General Gordon 
Square last Saturday.

Special school's 
multi-million 
pound rebuild 

WORK is due to start on a £12 
million rebuild for Plumstead’s 
Willow Dene special school in 
February. 

Most of the current 1950s buildings 
will be bulldozed and replaced by 
brand new classrooms, offices and 
halls. There will also be a warm water 
pool. 

The council is in the process of 
appointing a contractor for the project, 
which confirms the royal borough’s 
commitment to investing in learning 
for disabled children. 

Around 170 children aged two to 11 
go to the day school in Swingate Lane. 

They have a wide range of learning 
disabilities including complex physical 
and medical disabilities while others 
are autistic or have Down’s Syndrome. 

The school currently has permanent 
and temporary buildings, linked 
by walkways. All but one will be 
demolished, and the remaining one 
will be completely refurbished. The 
new school will be housed in just one 
building. 

Construction takes place in four 
phases so the school can continue to stay 



open, 
with 
the 
children 
moving into 
different areas 
as building work 
progresses. It will 
be built to high 
environmental standards, 
with renewable energy 
sources using roof panels 
to heat water and provide 
electricity. The target completion 
date is October 2014. 

Headteacher Michelle Bernard told 
GT: “The whole school community is 
delighted by the confirmation of start 
and completion dates for the rebuild 
of Willow Dene. Following the recent 
publication of a very successful Ofsted 


report it is timely that we will at last 
achieve the school building we have 
wanted for so long that will further 
enhance the amazing provision that is 
already on offer at Willow Dene.” 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for children’s services, 


said: “Our exciting plans 

for Willow Dene are well on target. The 
new school will meet a very real need, 
and provide a supportive learning 
environment for children who deserve 
every opportunity to help them develop 
and progress.” 


COUNCIL REVIEWS MANAGEMENT 
OF MAJOR BUILDING PROJECTS

THE royal borough’s cabinet will be 
considering an independent report 
on the way it manages its capital 
projects when it meets on Thursday 
(December 13). 

It is then expected to draw up an 
action plan to implement the report’s 
recommendations . 

An independent expert was brought 
in to look at the way large-scale capital 
projects are managed. It follows problems 
with the Greenwich and Woolwich foot 
tunnels refurbishment project, which 
has been hit by delays. 

It is expected that the review, by John 
Willmoth, from Hill International, will 


find that Greenwich has generally 
managed its capital projects successfully, 
with most of them completed on time and 
on budget. 

The royal borough manages many 
large capital projects, and the report was 
commissioned to provide reassurance 
on how major developments such as 
Woolwich and Eltham Centres and new 
and redeveloped schools are managed. 

It is proposed that the independent 
inspector’s recommendations are 
accepted, and plans drawn up to 
implement his suggested improvements. 
Key recommendations include the way 


Greenwich manages both its procurement 
arrangements with contractors and the 
projects themselves. Mr Wilmoth says his 
recommendations are aimed at moving 
Greenwich from “good practice to best 
practice in the context of the current 
trends and pressures in the industry, and 
in order to reduce risk.” 

It is also being proposed that the 
inspector should investigate the tunnels 
project, taking account of the views from 
specialist construction lawyers who were 
brought in to advise the council. 

The full report will be presented to 
cabinet at Thursday’s meeting at 7pm 
at Woolwich Town Hall. The meeting is 
also open to members of the public.

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Loan shark 
warning for 
festive 
spenders 

RESIDENTS are urged to avoid loan sharks 
to help fund the expense of Christmas. 

The festive season is a period when cash- 
strapped families are at most risk from 
loan sharks. The illegal lenders loan money 
without a licence and rarely provide 
paperwork. And if payments are missed 
they use threats and violence to get the 
money back. 

The royal borough is promoting other 
safer sources of money for residents with 
financial worries. 

These include the Greenwich Credit Union 
(GCU) a not-for-profit organisation. It has 
loaned over £18million to local people 
and currently looks after £3million of local 
people's savings. It offers an easy way to 
save money or borrow a small loan for 
anyone living or working in the borough. 
Residents can also take control of their 
finances early to prevent problems further 
down the line with the Greenwich Money 
Advice Service. It's part of the Greenwich 
Citizens Advice Bureau and gives help and 
advice on budgeting, negotiating with 
creditors, checking benefits options and 
court procedures.

Insurance for 
council tenants 

LESS than 40 per cent of council tenants 
have home insurance, according to a survey 
from the Association of British Insurers. 

The findings showed that of those, just 1 2 
per cent had taken up the special insurance 
rates that council tenants are eligible for. 
Concessions for social housing tenants 
include lower rates, a weekly payment plan, 
and a lower contents value than is offered 
through independent insurers. 

Rates for royal borough tenants start from 
£1 .1 3p per week for contents value of up 
to £9,000 to £4.38 to cover valuables up to 
£35,000. 

For over 60s in sheltered accommodation, 
the premium is lower at 63p a week to cover 
£5,000 of contents. 

Claimants get new-for-old on replacement 
goods, except for linen and clothing.

Robinson, who ran the Money 
Course for Christians Against 
Poverty at Eltham Green 
Community Church. 


Food is already being 
distributed through 
three welcome centres in 
Thamesmead, Plumstead and 
Woolwich, and at least five 
other sites are being prepared. 
Borough Dean Paul Rogers, 
who is a foodbank trustee, 
told GT:"Alan avoids attention 
but has done tremendous 
work bringing so many people 
together to address this 


important issue. We want to see 
work with different groups to 
help those in need. 

"The principle behind a 
foodbank is simple. Social 
Services, GPs, headteachers 
and local church leaders issue 
a voucher to a person assessed 
to be in need and the voucher is 
redeemed for three days food at 
the local Foodbank. 

"All of the food is donated.

H i-tedi help for the 
victims of violence 


Going online brings more 
advice and information

A HI-TECH helping hand 
has been given to a refuge 
in Greenwich for Asian 
women victims of domestic 
violence. 

They have been provided with 
a package of IT equipment, 
including two laptops, a 
scanner and printer. It means 
they will be better equipped 
to find out more about skills 
training, and find it easier to 
apply for jobs. 

The royal borough-sponsored 
refuge is home for up to eight 
women and 13 children. It is 
managed by the ASR A Housing 
Group for the Greenwich Asian 
Women’s Project. 

Refuge area manager Rubia 
Bhola told GT: “We offer special 
services to help meet the needs 
of Asian women in situations 
of domestic violence. 

“These can be around issues 
such as forced marriage or 
honour crimes. We try to 


achieve positive outcomes 
for them, and help them find 
training and education. 

“The new equipment will 
make information more 
accessible for the women here, 
and will have a huge impact on 
them. Most have very limited IT 
facilities in their own homes.” 

The refuge also takes in Asian 
women and their children from 
other parts of the county. Their 
stays can range from just one 
night - or up to a year. 

The IT equipment was 
donated by vocational training 
provider JTJ Workplace 
Solutions, following a request 
by Becky Wilson, the lone 
parent advisor at Woolwich 
Job Centre, to JTJ’s pre- 
employability manager Dave 
Hawkes.

Heads 
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St Mary Magdalene: 
bigger and better 


IT was less than two years ago that St Mary 
Magdalene CofE primary school moved 
into a brand new building on the original 
site of the old school in Kingsman Street, 
Woolwich - and already, inspectors 
from Ofsted have praised the school as 
Outstanding' in every way. 

The team of three spent two days with staff 
and pupils during October, and agreed it 
deserved top marks for the quality of teaching, 
the behaviour, safety and achievements of its 
pupils, as well as the school's leadership and 
management. They sat in on 19 lessons, and 
took account of comments from parents and 
carers, as well as teachers and governors. 

The school has 360 pupils aged three to 11, 
and the inspectors agreed their teachers had 
"consistently high expectations" from them. 
They added: "Their first-rate marking of pupils' 
work and constructive guidance in lessons 
guide the next steps in their learning. Pupils' 
behaviour is excellent and they feel very safe. 
They enjoy attending very much and many 
hardly miss a day. 

"The school's very caring atmosphere 
underpins pupils' excellent spiritual, moral, 
social and cultural development." 

The inspectors added: "The school has been 
extremely successful in sustaining pupils' 
high level of achievement during its rapid 
expansion. By the time they leave, pupils are 
very well prepared for their time in secondary 
school. The essential skills in English and 
mathematics are mastered to a high degree 
and they are confident in applying them in 
different subjects." 


Headteacher Claire Harrrison said the Ofsted 
report was "the result of many, many years of 
hard work, dedication and skill by all members 
of the staff team." She added: "It is truly the 
judgement that everyone deserves, not just the 
staff, but also the highly-effective governors, 
the enthusiastic pupils and the supportive 
parents." 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal borough's cabinet 
member for children's services, said: "All at 
St Mary Magdalene deserve to be proud of 
their tremendous achievements. The school's 
success in this inspection underlines the 
excellent standards that are being achieved by 
many schools across the borough." 

• BROOKLANDS primary school in Blackheath 
has been singled out by the country's chief 
inspector of education as a fine example of one 
that has been turned around after once being 
put into 'special measures'. 

Sir Michael Wilshaw paid a personal visit to 
the school in Medebourne Close in the run- 
up to publishing his annual report. He said: 
"It was good to see first-hand how the school 
has been transformed under head teacher 
Nick Osborne's impressive leadership and his 
dedicated teaching staff. The children were 
clearly engaged and enjoying their learning in 
a calm, supportive and friendly atmosphere." 

Brooklands is now classed as 'outstanding' 
in all its five inspection categories after being 
put into special measures just four years ago. 
Cllr Jackie Smith said: "We congratulate Nick 
and his colleagues for raising standards and 
ensuring that Brooklands children received the 
best possible support in their learning and in 
their personal development."

Thirty-five strays and unwanted 
house cats are the residents of the 
Abbey Wood property - which is 
also the home of Evina Koroni, who 
founded the charity three years ago. 

She told GT\ “I know them all 
by name. They all have different 
personalities. At Catcuddles we 
are trying to promote responsible 
ownership of cats, and to give new 
homes to unwanted pets and strays.” 

The registered charity has 10 moggy 
hotel suites in the back garden, a 
maternity ward, and three indoor 
spaces. Over the summer, Evina took 
in 120 stray cats, and 150 house cats. 

The sanctuary is closed over 
Christmas, from December 20 to 
January 2, to deter people from 
getting the pets as Christmas 
presents. 

“People need to understand 
that cats and dogs are a 20-year 
commitment, and should not be 
bought as last-minute gifts,” Evina 
said. 

The sanctuary’s eponymous 
mascot, Mr Cuddles is the biggest 
cat GT’s ever seen. He’s at least a

metre long and must weigh two stone. 
“He’s a food thief,” Evina joked. “He 
had a knock to his head when he was 
younger. He’s not the brightest spark, 
but he’s very loving. 

“We also have special-needs cats,” 
she added. “Blind cats, deaf cats, and 
blind and deaf cats.” 

There are nine volunteers who work 
at the charity, which costs more than 
£1,000 a month to run. 

“We’d love to have more volunteers to 
help,” the cat lover said. “Blackheath 
Vets, and Animal Clinic Blackheath 
have been marvellous. They let us run 
up a huge bill and they help us neuter 


the cats.” Evina 
also takes in cats 
from owners who 
can no longer care for 
them. 

“We want to raise 
awareness about 
adoption,” she 
said. “There are 
cats here that ? 

need homes, but the most 
important thing we stress is 
preventing more unwanted cats 
being born.”

HE thrills, glamour and 
excitement of this summer's 
equestrian Olympic events in 
Greenwich Park have started many 
people wonderingi'ls working 
with horses something that I could 
do?' 

From February a new equestrian 
and horticulture skills centre is 
opening on Shooters Hill Road 
offering a range of different 
courses to local people. 

They will be available to people 
over 1 6 with some experience of 
working with horses and there will 
be advanced courses for people 
with more horse experience who 
want to get qualifications for a 
career in the industry including 
studying at degree level. 

The courses cover horse care and 
handling, tack and equipment, 
working safely, and horse health. 
The centre is the result of a 
partnership between Royal 
Greenwich and Hadlow College 
in Kent, with funding from Sport 
England and the British Equestrian 
Federation. 

It's based in a refurbished Victorian 
house providing classrooms and 


an administration block. There is 
also stabling for 20 horses, indoor 
and outdoor arenas, a horse 
therapy unit and a horse crossing 
to Oxleas Wood and its bridle 
paths. 

The linked horticultural skills 
centre is due to open in the 
summer, allowing students to take 
advantage of the potential for jobs 
in horticulture, landscaping, parks 
management and maintenance in 
East London and Kent. 

Training includes a range of 
transferable skills making students 
more suitable for a wider range of 
jobs and careers. 

Horticultural vocational training 
will include apprenticeships 
for both 1 6-1 8 year olds and 
adults, pre-employment training, 
short taster courses, upskilling 
for people already working in 
horticulture, and self employment 
training for people who want to 
work for themselves.

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# PROVING that success 
isn’t behind them, the team 
at Greenwich Theatre has 
laid on another triumphant 
Christmas panto. 

And if you need a second opinion 
on Robin Hood, you can choose any 
one of the 400 pupils (including those 
below) from three primary schools who 
beamed, chanted and hand-jived their 
way through a stomping performance 
from unearthly 10am last Thursday. 

Eschewing, as usual, third-division 
celebs looking for a Christmas box - 
is Andrew Flintoff playing Buttons 
anywhere, does anyone know? - the 
Crooms Hill venue left it to evergreen 
Andrew Pollard to come up with a 
vibrant mix of music, dance, hisses and 
kisses to capture what can also be the 
most difficult of audiences. Kids can 
spot a phoney at 50 yards. 

Mr Pollard, who is nothing like a dame 
in real life, has written the last seven 
pantos at Greenwich, starred in the 
last six and directed this one, including 
himself as Nurse Germoline (“Naughty 
Naughty Nursey”). 

All the expected wordplay is there - 
the Tuck Inn, Fish Friar, Chip Monk, 
etc - and the inevitable reliance on 
flatulence, but Mr Pollard directs the 
humour at the children, not to the 
nudge and wink brigade among adults. 
He also includes mini life lessons like 
finding good in the baddies. 

In this case, of course, it was the sly 
sheriff, Anthony Spargo reprising his 
Rik Mayall lookalike version to great 
effect. His back-to-the-audience wiggle 
in one number was just wonderful, 
and the pet vulture on his shoulder 
threatened to steal the show. 

Pollard’s talent for finding dialogue 
on a par with Danny Kaye’s “vessel 
with the pestle” is an example of the 
work that goes on behind a seemingly 
simple script. This time it was a “toot

MEN in Royal Greenwich are 
living longer, and the life 
expectancy gap between 
men and women is closing. 
Latest figures show that 
death rates among men have 
been falling in Greenwich 
slightly faster than in the 
country as a whole. 

Life expectancy for men 
in the borough is now an 
average of 76.7 years, up 
from 75.8 years a couple of 
years ago. This compares 
with life expectancy for men 
nationally of 78.3 years so 
there's still work to be done. 
Coronary heart disease and 
cancers remain the biggest 
killers among men in the 
borough. The challenge 
is still to encourage men 
to think about looking 
after their health, make it 
easier for them to take up 
prevention services and to 
check any health concerns at 
an early stage.

Athletic Community Trust 
to use the power of football 
to encourage men to think 
about their health and 
to make changes such as 
stopping smoking, getting 
more active, eating healthily 
and drinking less. 

Last month Charlton Athletic 
Community Trust and NHS 
Greenwich linked up with 
the Blue Ribbon Foundation, 
a new national charity 
working to improve men's 
health across the country, to 
launch the new Blue Ribbon 
consulting rooms at The 
Valley. The rooms will host 
a variety of health checks 
for men attending home 
matches throughout the 
season. 

Cllr JOhn Fahy, the royal 
borough's cabinet member 
for health, adults and older 
people, said: "It's good news 
that men's health in the 
borough is improving and 
health schemes like the one 
at The Valley are great for 
raising awareness on vital 
health issues for men."

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

YOUNG cricket stars 
Grace Gibbs and Phoebe 
Franklin have said they 
felt “privileged” after 
training with England 
Cricket Development 
Squads last weekend. 

Seventeen-year-old Grace, 
who lives in Lee, trained 
with the U19s, while Phoebe 
went to the National Cricket 
Performance Centre in 
Loughborough with the U15 
squad. 

Speaking of her selection 
into the highest level of 
junior cricket that the 
country has to offer, Grace 
said: “I was a bit shocked 
because at the trials I didn’t 
think I performed to the best 
of my ability. I didn’t think 
I’d made it, but when I found 
out I was in the squad, I was 
obviously overjoyed.” 

Phoebe, 14, from Plumstead 
told GT: “I felt privileged 
to be able to show that I’m 
a strong player and it feels 
great to have been picked 


alongside girls at such a high 
standard.” 

The girls impressed the 
England coaches during their 
summer trials before they 
were put through their paces, 
at Loughborough, in a series 
of tests to determine their 
rank among their peers. 

“The centre was really 
technological, with all of 
the different machines they 
have,” said Phoebe. “They 
measured the accuracy and 
speed of our bowling, then 
we practised batting, with 
videos teaching you how to 
recognise what balls were 
being bowled before the 
bowlers released the ball. 

“I came fifth from 32 girls, 
which was all right.” 

Both girls started their 
careers at Greenwich’s 
Colfeian Girls’ Cricket Club 
and have already excelled at 
county level for Kent, with 
Grace graduating into the 
full women’s squad this year. 
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
